{a fleet action. Although deprived of

final blow for the freedom of the 
world, we may derive satisfaction 
|from the singular tribute which the

TWENTY MORE 
SUBMARINES 
SURRENDER 


Total 59 Have Been Handed 
Over to the Allies So 
Far 


A TYPICAL HUN 


Struggling in Water, 
He Says 


LONDON, Nov. 22.—-Twenty more 
German submarines were surrendered 
to Admiral Tyrwhitt off Harwich this 
morning. This makes a total of 59 
submarines thus far handed over, 
There would have been 21 surrendered 
today but one sank during the night. 

Tho correspondent of the wireless 
service with the British naval forces 
says that just before noon a cruiser 
came into sight, followed by the Ger- 
man submarines and a German trans- 
port, The transfer took place in the 
harbor, on account of the heavy sea 
running. .The majority of the sub- 
marines were large and nearly all 
were fitted with wireless equipment. 


Revolt Spirit Evidenced 

When the Germans arrived it was 
noticeable that the revolutionary 
element was decidedly present. Some 
of the officers had removed the Prus- 
sian eagles from their caps and re- 
placed them with a sort of red badge, 
that recognizes the authority of the 
sailors and soldiers’ council. There 
seemed to be little discipline among 
the lot. The men took very little 
notice of anything their officers said 
to them, One shouted: 

“No officer—no Kaiser.” Some of 
the Germans were exceedingly anxious

ALLIES FLOATED 
TO VICTORY ON 


A SEA OF OIL 


But for Fleets of Motor Trucks 
Could Not Have Won War, 
States Curzon 


LONDON, Nov. 21,—Earl Curzon, 
member of the British war cabinet, 
presided tonight at a dinner given by 


the British government to the dele- 
gates to the inter-Allied petroleum 
conference. In toasting the French 


Curzon declared that the Allied cause 
had been “floated to victory on 
wave of oil,” because if it had not 
been for the great fleet of motor 
trucks the war could not have’ been 
In the last eighteen months the 
council has dealt with 13,00,000 tons 
of oil. 

In December, 1916, Earl Curzon 
said, the oil situation was critical. 
Stocks were so depleted that the Brit- 
ish fleet was obliged to restrict oper- 
ations. At the time when tank ships 
were being sunk in increasing numbers 
the idea was conceived of carrying oil 
in the double bottoms of ordinary car- 
gO vessels, and 1,000,000 tons were 
transported in this manner, When the 
armistice was signed the stocks of oil 
in Allied countries had been brought 
up to a point of absolute safety. This 
achievement reflected the greatest 
credit on the petroleum council and 
on the great oil companies that have 
subordinated their own interests to 
the Allied cause. The result, Earl 
Curzon said, has been one of the 
greatest triumphs of the war. 

Senator Berenger of France said 
that the Germans thought to win be- 
cause they owned coal, but the Allies 
won with oil. It was a victory of au- 
tomobiles over railroads, The United 
States, by its ready response to the 
needs of the Allies, he added, had 
rendered a service to France and the 
other Allies which never would be 
forgotten.

U.S. MAY GET 
SOME OF GERMANY’S 
SURRENDERED SHIPS 


LONDON, Noy. 22.—-The German 
battleship Konig and the battle cruiser 
Mackensen which, although scheduled 
for surrender Thursday, were per< 
mitted to be absent, are being dis- 
armed under the supervision of Vice- 
Admiral Browning of the British navy 
who was sent to Germany for that 
purpose, according to the correspond- 
ent of the Daily Mail with the British 
fleet. The Konig has been tn dock 
and could not be moved, while the 
Mackensen had not been completed. 
Some naval men, the Dally Mail cor- 
respondent adds, reject the idea that 
the surrendered German ships will 
ever be returned to Germany. They 
believe they will be divided among 
the Allies, including the United States.

Developed the Habit Through an 


Oversight 


There was accorded to the orches- 
tra leader Safonoff, whose death was, 
not long since announced, the unusu- 
al distinction of becoming known as 
“the one who conducted without a 
baton.” As to how Safonoff acquired 
thie habit we are indebted for the ac- 
count to Godowsky, who was In 1805 
appearing in Moscow and Petrograd, 
then St, Petersburg The Moscow 
concert had to be suddenly postponed 
on account of the assassination of the 
Grand Duke Sergius, “At St. Petera- 
burg,” sald Godowsky, “I took a train 
for Moscow due to arrive there at 
noon, giving me only an hour and a 
half leeway before the concert for a 
rehearsal. Luckily the train was on 
time. I jumped into a droshky and 
was hurried to the hall, where Soaf- 
onoff had the orchestra assembled for 
me. 

“T sat down at the plano immedi- 
ately, when Safonoff turn and said: 
‘Heavens, in all the excitement I have 
forgotten my baton. I will send for it. 
of course; it is only a short way to 
my house, and do you mind if I begin 
without?” 

“Certainly not,’ I answered.

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“‘Regulated’’ Profits. 


The Grain Growers’ Guide has 
been analyzing the profits of some 
of the large milling companies as 
shown in their financial state- 
ments, and finds that they have 
heen making profits which make 
a gold mine look like a foolish in- 
vestment. 
The Ogilvie Flour Mills Com- 
pany in its last financial year made 
a net profit of $3,551,821, equal to 
136 per cent, on its common Stock. 
Of this, $1,955,414 was distributed 
in dividends, the balance being 
put into a special account to “take 
care of a sudden change in 
values.”’ If the order-in-council 

limiting packers to a profit of 11 
per cent. on invested capital ap- 
plied to flour milling concerns, 
this company would have been due 

hto pay $2,750,000 into the Domin- 

‘ion treasury on this year’s opera- 
‘tions, beside the war tax. 

- The Lake of the Woods Milling 

Company had net profits of $753,- 
000, after making provision for 
war taxes, bond interest and de- 
sreciation. The dividend on the 
common stock was raised from 
eight to twelve per cent. ; 

The St. Lawrence Flour Mills, 

which last year paid no dividends 
on common stock, this year paid at 
the rate of eight and a half per 
cent. While the common stock of 
this concern amounts to $1,200,000. 
the Guide claims that $150,000 re- 
presents the actual investment. 

These profits were. not made 
under normal trade conditior 
They were made under the regula- 
tions adopted by the Government 
for the control of millers’ profits. 
and which were widely advertised 
as cutting down the gains of the 
milling companies to the irreduc- 
ible minimum consistent with se- 
curity to investment, 

It used to be thought that Col. 
J. Wesley Allison knew a good 
thing when he saw it. Apparently 
he was wasting his time peddling 
war contracts. He should have 
got into the milling trust and had 
his profits ‘‘regulated’’ by the 
Union Government. 


Resources and Subsidies. 


The Governments of the prov- 
inees of Ontario, Quebec, New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia, Prince 
Edward Island and British Colum- 
bia have defined their attitude to- 
ward the proposal that the undis- 
posed of natural resources in the 
prairie provinces be turned over 
to provincial control, 

Briefly that attitude is that if 
the resources are turned over to 
the prairie provinces these must 
not be allowed to continue to draw 
from the Dominion treasury any 
part of the subsidies now paid 
them in lieu of lands unless similar 
subsidies are also paid to the other 
provinces, Such is the substance 
of a resolution put before the pro- 
vineial conference now being held 
in Ottawa, by the representatives 
of the provinces named, 

The provinces making this de- 
mand have controlled their na- 
tural resources from the first, and 
the proceeds derived from the dis- 
posal of such resources as have 
been alienated have gone into the 
provincial treasuries and been 
used for provincial purposes, The 
resources in the prairie provinces 
have been controlled by the Do 
minion up to this time, and the 
proceds from the disposal of such 
resources have gone into the Do- 
minion treasury. grants being 
made to the prairie provinces as 
a set-off to this revenue. 

Obviously, if it is now intended 
to un-make and re-make the terms 
of the arrangement between the 
Dominion and the prairie proy- 
inces, and to turn over the balance 


trol, the fair way to re-adjust 
matters would be to have an ac- 
counting made of the revenue the 
Dominion has derived from the 
disposal of resources in these pro- 
vinces, the difference, if any, over 
and above the grants made to the 
provinces, to be paid them from 
the Dominion treasury, 

In such accounting, considera- 
tion would have to be given to the 
fact that the resources disposed of 
by the Dominion in the prairie 
provinces consist mainly of land. 
This land has not been sold but 
given away as homesteads, The 
Dominion has got little or no re- 
venue over the cost of administra- 
tion from this land. But as a 
source of provincial revenue it is 
gone; and if the provinces are now 
to be told that they must get their 
revenue from the resources, a valu- 
ation should be set upon this 
alienated homestead land and the 
price paid over by the Dominion 
to the provinces, 

Of the resources not yet dispos 
ed of, and which it is proposed to 
turn over to the provincial author- 
ities, the largest item in the list is 
the millions of acres of land which 
are still lying idle and useless and 
must remain so until placed in pos 
ssession of settlers. The peopling 
of this land is not a matter which 
concerns only the prairie pr- 
vinees. It equally concerns the 
Dominion as a whole, This land is 
the great prize that Canada has to 
offer to attract people from all 
parts of the world, the coming of 
whom will be of as real, though 
not as direct, benefit to the other 
provinces as to those within which 
the land is situated. 

Is it desired by the other prov- 
inces that the prairie Governments 
shall be forced to set a price upon 
that land which will tend to keep 
it in idleness and to , destroy the 
chance to securing a large move- 
ment of people into Canada after 
the war? That would be the neces- 
sary effect if this land has to be 
exploited for revenue rather than 
administered with the idea of get 
ting settlement and cultivation.

Evans paid smal) attention at first 
to the gray man, but was curious to 
see him kneel in the church, praying 
The minutes passed until three quar- 
ters of an hour had gone by before 
the gray man arose from his knees, 

Then Evans followed him down the 
street and was surprised to see sol- 
diers salute this man in great excite- 


ment, and women and children stop-/

faces as he passed. 

It was Foch. And now Evans, of 
Bernardino, counts the experience as 
the greatest of his life. 

During the three-quarters of an 
hour that the generalissimo of all the 
Allied armies was on his knees in 
humble supplication in that quiet 
church, ten thousand guns were roar- 
ing at his word on a hundred hills 
that rocked with death. 

Millions of armed men crouched in 
trenches or rushed across blood- 
drenched earth at this command, gen- 
erals and field marshals, artillery, 
cavairy, engineers, ‘tanks fought and 
wrought across the map of Europe 
absolutely as he commanded them to 
do, and in no other manner, as he 
went into that little church to pray. 

Nor Was it an unusual thing for 
General Foch to do. There is no day 
that he does not do the same thing if 
there is a church that he can reach. 
He never fails to spend an hour on 
his knees every morning that he 
awakens from sleep, and every night 
it is the same. 

Moreover, it is not a new thing with 
him. He has done it his whole life.

Is it to be suppos- 
ed that people are carrying them 
in their pockets and that they put 
them on before entering stores or 
offices? That is not likely, And if 
that were done the chances of the 
mask becoming soiled in the poe- 
ket, and of getting it on wrong 
side out, would make the mask a 
menace rather than a protection. 

The mask order was not design- 
ed as an arbitrary instrument of 
coercion; but as a means of en- 
abling people to protect them- 
selves, Whether they will use the 
mask is now a matter of personal 
choice. Policemen cannot be sta- 
tioned in every business place to 
enforce the order that masks m) 
be worn when entering buildings. 
The permission to discard them 
when outdoors makes it impossible 
to enforce the order that they shall 
be worn when indoors. 

The concensus of medica! opin- 
ion has not changed. The doctors 
still believe that the mask does pre- 
vent infection, and that it should 
be worn whenever there is danger 
of inhaling the germs, It is up to 
the individual, therefore, for his 
own protection, to use his judg- 
ment as to wearing the mask out- 
doors, and to loyally obey the 
non-enforceable order to wear it 
when indoors.

Only 10 people in the United States 
have as much as $125,000,000 each, 
while in Great Britain 79 people have 
each as much money, Nine citizens 
of th nited States have $100,000,000 
{to $125,000,000 each, Great Britain 
j}has 68 of equal wealth. Only 14 peo- 
ple in the United States own amounts 
from $76,000,000 to $100,000,000, but 
Great Britain has 45 of these. There 
are 73 who own from $60,000,000 to 
$75,000,000 in Britain, while the 
United States has only 84; and Great 
Britain has 61 people with from §$87,- 
600,000 to $60,000,000, While America 
has of this class only 42 

But America has %7 citizens own- 
ing from $25,000,000 to $87,600,000, 


as compared with Great Britain's 83; 
and of millionaires in general Amer 
ica has 22,696, while Great Britain 
has only 6,164,

Friedrich Wilhelm Victor Albert was 
born January 27, 1859, and became 
Emperor William IT on the death of 
his father, Frederick III, June 165, 
1888. He came out of the University 
of Bonn fully prepared to enter the 
school of statecraft. Set to work in 
the government bureaus, he was early 
taught the routine of official business 
under the tutelage of the great Bis- 
marek 

At the death of his.father, the im- 
perial throne devolved upon William 
Il, who was then but 29 years of age. 
Bismarck continued for chancellor, 
but not for long. Though the great 
statesman had made every effort to 
instill his young pupil with his own 
ideas of government and diplomatic 
policies, the new emperor soon found 
that he disagreed with his grand-
